CORRESPONDENCE NOTED AND OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Re: Street Light Budget. Administrative Assistant Grossman 
informed the Board that the Advisory Committee would like this 
budget reduced. The current contract with Mass. Electric allows 
a reduction of up to 10% of the number of street lights, which 
would be about 100-110 lights, saving approximately $7,000. 
The disconnection of these lights would have to be done by March 
1, 1983, and there is a charge for the disconnection. In the 
past, the Selectmen asked for volunteers to relinquish a light 
in front of their house. No one volunteered to give up their 
lights but instead, the Selectmen received many requests to 
install lights. There has been a moratorium on installing any 
new street lights for about six years. Ch. McAuliffe stated 
he is against reducing the Street Light Budget. He questioned 
who would make the decision of which lights would be disconnected. 
Officer Keller did a survey a while ago and suggested about 
40 lights, leaving about 70 that someone else would have to 
select for disconnection. Selectmen feel that Southbough is 
not overly lighted. It is false economy and the Board would 
not want any lights disconnected. Sel. Cipriano asked that 
action be deferred until the Board's next meeting. He would 
like to discuss the survey with Officer Keller. 
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Letter from Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi dated 2/8/83 re 
Ellis Imports, 12 Newton Street (formerly Newton Street Garage) 
answered two of the alleged violations stated in a letter from 
William F. Brewin dated January 11, 1983. It is the Town Counsel's 
Opinion: (1) that the primary purpose of Mr. Ellis' business 
is not for collecting, dismantling, storage and salvaging of 
machinery or vehicles. Mr. Ellis is not in the junk yard business 
and Section IV (8) (c) of the Zoning By-Law does not apply; 
and (2) Re: Automobiles sold under Class II Licenses, there 
are no lapses of two or more years. Town Counsel will report 
on the issue of the alleged storage trailer after he has examined 
the Town records. 


Board noted December 1982 and January 1983 Speeding Violations 
received from Police Sergeant Danny Chernewski. Board also 
noted Yearly Incident Report for 1982 and January 1983 Incident 
Report as received from the Police Department.

SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


73:30 p.m. to 7:45 p.m. Meeting with Board of Assessors re class- 
ification/tax rate. Members present were: Chairman of Board 
of Assessors Arthur Holmes, Assessor Arthur Sisson and their 
staff: Administrative Secretary Betty Davis and Clerk Louise 
Trogolo. The discussion centered around whether to use a Factor 


Sir 
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of 1 tax rate or a Classified tax rate. All small communities 
use a Factor of 1 which means that all property would be treated 
equally across the board. A Factor of 1 would mean that the 
tax rate would be $21.90 (subject to approval by the State). 
The Assessors recommended a Factor of 1 tax rate. After a brief 
discussion Chairman McAuliffe made the following MOTION: that 
for the purpose of classification, the Factor of 1 be adopted 
by the Town of Southborough. VOTE: unanimous. 


8:19 p.m. to 8:45 p.m. Meeting with the Personnel Board. Members 
present were Chairman Janice Fletcher, members Barry Silver, 
Arthur Miner, Nanette Linden and Richard Dinjian. Also present 
were members of the Advisory Committee: Chairman Robert Juliano, 
Robert Bigelow, Robert Spayne, and Ralph DeNorscia. 


Mrs. Fletcher explained how her Board reached a vote on recommending 
a Six per cent pay increase for those under the Salary Administration 
Plan as compared to the eight per cent now being received by 
the 4 units under collective bargaining contracts. She pointed 
out that the 4 units bargained last year on a two year contract. 
The Personnel Board feels that the increased benefits they are 
proposing in this year's plan to come before the Town Meeting 
make up for the difference in lower percentage increase they 
are proposing for Salary Administration Plan personnel. 


Chairman McAuliffe pointed out that 7 or 8 weeks ago he met, 
along with Administrative Assistant Grossman, with the Personnel 
Board, to discuss what the increase would be for the town employees 
under S.A.P. It was his understanding at that time, although 
a vote was not taken, that the Personnel Board looked favorably 
upon the idea of going along with giving an 8% increase. Chairman 
McAuliffe stated it was some 5 weeks later, when the Personnel 
Board called a meeting with the town employees. At that time 
Ch. McAuliffe voiced a concern about inequities for the small 
number of employees that remain nonunion. At that meeting it 
was discussed about making some changes and the Personnel Board 
said they would look into it. Some changes were made but an 
official vote had not been taken. Instead of the 8% which Chairman 
McAuliffe believed the Personnel Board would vote on, he found 
out that the Personnel Board had decided to go with 6%. The 
clarification of that change in the percentage is the reason 
for this meeting. Ch. McAuliffe said he felt strongly that 
for those few individuals who remain nonunionized, it is not 
fair for them to receive less because of the fact they have 
not chosen to organize. Ch. McAuliffe stated he felt that the 
unorganized town employees should be receiving the same percentage 
as the organized employees. 


The Personnel Board said one reason for the 6% vote was due 
to the upgrading of the benefits. There is an increase in vacation 
time, tuition reimbursement, etc. They feel that the increase 
in fringe benefits far outweigh the reduction in the percentage 
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wage increase. They are looking at what it would cost the town, 
and what would be approved at Town Meeting. The Personnel Board 
feels that 8 per cent would not be approved at Town Meeting. 
They stated that employees are still eligible to move each Step 
which is on the average 6% additional, on top of which the Personnel 
Board has changed job descriptions and raised one or more grades, 
along with promotions that have taken place. 


Ch. McAuliffe said it has been an on-going policy and an unfair 
policy for the nonunion employees to receive less than union 
employees. 


Personnel Board said that 30-35 people are under the Salary 
Administration Plan. 


Selectman Cipriano supported the 8 per cent but felt that the 
Personnel Board had done the job it was set out to do, a job 
of fact finding and to apply whatever expertise it had to determine 
whether or not in its opinion it would be acceptable. Everyone 
will have a chance at Town Meeting to present their viewpoints. 
"I do support the 8 per cent. I do think these individuals are 
entitled to it. I do not, in any way, support an attempt to 
dissolve the Personnel Board," stated Sel. Cipriano. 


Sel. Satterfield stated that "if unionized people are getting 
better treatment than nonunionized people, then shame on those 
who are doing it. People should all be treated the same...If 
the Personnel Board is giving a better shake to union people 
than nonunionized people, then I would strongly Support the 
dissolution of the Board, if that is their policy....To me a 
labor union is a sign that management failed sometime in the 
past, somewhere back in the 50's or 60's...I would hate to drive 
the few remaining people that we have into a union because they 
felt that their voices weren't being heard." 


Personnel Board said if there are some inequities, they can't 
all be corrected in one year. Mrs. Fletcher said her Board 
has been trying to "catch up"...The petition received from the 
town employees came as a shock to the Personnel Board members. 
(One section referred to the dissolution of the Personnel Board 
and to turn the function over to the Board of Selectmen.) Mrs. 
Fletcher felt that this petition was done "hastily" and "“emotion- 
ally". The Personnel Board felt that the action of the petition 
was "unprofessional". 


At this point Chairman of the Advisory Committee, Robert Juliano, 
stated that his committee "voted to support the recommendations 
of the Personnel Board and to support the continuation of the 
Personnel Board as an entity." 


Dr. Spayne stated that there are two outstanding contracts which 
have not been signed with the Southborough Schools and the Algonquin 
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Ch. McAuliffe wanted to clarify the record in that he was talking 
about the contracts which fall under the Selectmen's jurisdiction. 
(Highway, Water, Fire and Police Departments) 


Dr. Spayne stated that for every one per cent it will cost $20,000 
on the tax rate for the schools. They are watching the 8 per 
cent. "You have to look at the ripple of the 8 per cent." 
He felt that if the 8% is voted this year that everyone will 
ask for 9 or 10% or whatever next year. The schools won't settle 
for less than 83%. 


Ch. McAuliffe stated that "what the schools do through their 
negotiations is up to the schools. We have already negotiated 
our contracts and that 8 per cent was decided a long time ago." 


Bob Bigelow stated that when the contracts were being negotiated, 
there was a higher inflationary rate. The inflation rate has 
gone in a different direction - lower. In the past year the 
price index in Boston went up 3.9%. The 6% "we are talking 
about is over 2% above the cost-of-living inflation as it existed 
this past year...You are not really hurting, you are just not 
getting as much as your neighbors...In the street, generally, 
people are getting increases that are consistent with the cost- 
of-living that you are with today... Concerned with this petition. 
-.e-Every time somebody makes a decision and disagrees with some 
of you, to fire them--that is something we cannot do...It would 
be a big mistake to eliminate the check and balances of this 
system. 


CORRESPONDENCE NOTED/OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Selectman Cipriano stated Chapter 280, Section 2, M.G.L. relates 
to the direct payment of certain fines and forfeitures to munici- 
palities for traffic violations and moving violations, and allows 
a 100% return directly to Town treasuries. He would like a 
list from Treasurer/Collector Mary Guilford of what Southborough 
is receiving on a monthly basis. He could like to discuss with 
the Police Chief increased enforcement of moving violations 
and traffic violations as soon as possible. 


Selectmen Satterfield appealed for volunteers to serve on the 
Sidewalk Committee. This committee was mandated at ATM 1982 
and cannot function without more members. 


Administrative Assistant Grossman gave a progress report on 
the status of zoning by-law violators. Fifteen people were 
on the list. Fourteen were notified by certified mail; one was 
notified by the Police Department. Of those 15, six persons 
have responded. Four are or will be in the process of applying 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals for a Variance. One has applied 
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for the required Building Permit. One person will be taking 
down the structure. Selectmen Cipriano requested a followup 
telephone call, then a letter be sent with a cut-off date. 
Chairman McAuliffe requested that the followup letter be sent 
immediately to those individuals who have not responded and 
inform them that if the Board does not receive a positive response 
from them within ten days of the receipt of the certified letter, 
that the Board may be forced to seek appropriate legal redress.

8:00 a.m. Meeting was held in Conference Room A (first floor) 
of the Town House. Present: Selectman Aldo A. Cipriano, Selectman 
Denson L. Satterfield, Jr., Administrative Assistant Jeffrey

Chairman McAuliffe read proposed Article 44 regarding the amendment 
of Section III, Paragraph 2 of the Zoning By-Law by changing 
a Residence A District to an Industrial Park District. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Cipriano that Article 44 be allowed 
to appear in the ATM 1983 Warrant (seconded by Selectman Satter- 
field). 


Discussion on Article 44: This Article is requested by the 
Johnson brothers: Sereno, Norman and Ralph. They had asked 
the Selectmen to hold open a space for this Article and did 
discuss this Article with the Planning Board. Planning Board 
is in favor of this Article. However, Articles by citizens 
must be requested by a petition signed by no less than 10 registered 
voters and names certified by the Board of Registrars. The 
Johnsons did not meet this requirement which should have been 
done well in advance of the typing of the Warrant. The Johnsons 
claimed there was a "mixup" in communication. However, Selectman 
Cipriano stated that the Administrative Assistant in no way 
did anything to adversely affect the placing of this Article 
in the Warrant. He acted with all the information he had. 
The error was an unintentional one on the part of the Johnson 
family. A policy should be set to see that this does not set 
a precedent. Chairman McAuliffe stated that it has been the 
practice of the Board of Selectmen to make it known well in 
advance the deadline for receiving Articles. This is the first 
time that the Selectmen have found it necessary to take this 
type of action. 


In order to insert this in the Warrant, the Board of Selectmen 
will have to be the proponant. 
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Selectman Cipriano stated that he would agree to proposing this 
Article only for the sake of inserting it in the Warrant for 
Town Meeting action. However, after the Selectmen sign this 
Warrant, the petition with 10 signatures of registered voters 
must be verified and received before Town Meeting. 


Town Counsel Busconi stated that the petitioners can get up 
at Town Meeting and request that the proponant's name be changed 
to their name. 


Selectman Satterfield agreed with Selectman Cipriano that the 
petitioners should be asked to get the required petition signed 
with 10 names certified as registered voters so that the Selectmen 
can have it for the record. Then at Town Meeting it can be 
made plain that the Selectmen are not endorsing this Article. 


VOTE: Unanimous to insert Article 44 in the ATM 1983 Warrant. 


Chairman McAuliffe read proposed Article 45 proposed by the 
Highway Superintendent which would authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into a contract for not more than 20 years for the disposal 
of "garbage, refuse and offal at a resource recovery plant in 
compliance with C. 40, Sect. 4, M.G.L." Mr. Boland explained 
that he meant to give this Article to the Selectmen in time 
to be typed but it had somehow become buried in his office and 
forgotten. This Article is merely a sign of support that is 
required by the Central Mass. Resource Recovery Committee. 
There is no commitment, just a sign of support. No money is 
involved or appropriated. The Town joined the Central Solid 
Waste Resource Recovery Committee only The Committee is very 
serious at this point. Mr. Boland has been attending their 
meetings. Southborough is on the list of member communities. 
The Committe need a further commitment other than the Board 
of Selectmen's or the Town's representative. They want a Town 
Meetng vote. We have to get involved completely at this point. 
Ultimately, disposal costs will be saved. The Committee is 
talking about a 750 ton/day plant. Return on the end product 
remains to be seen. They are talking about selling it to Massa- 
chusetts Electric. They know they can get a commitment from 
them, but not the most profitable. The Committee hopes to have 
the end product sold on the site. It will be privately constructed 
on bond issue by the Commonwealth. 


VOTE: unanimous, to insert Article 45 in ATM 1983.

That will eliminate all the class rooms in 
the old main building. We'll take the book store out and the 
only thing we will have left there will be an art room and a 
music area which will be transferred to one of our existing 
buildings that we hope to renovate as part of our phase III. 
The new construction will be the exact same type of construction 
as the building now under construction - a brick veneer building, 
totally sprinkled. Screening: building is right in the middle 
of Fay School property. There will be natural screening. Parking: 
It will not change. No additional parking is planned. Drainage: 
There are existing drains there for the old tennis courts which 
carry a large volume of water when there are heavy downpours.

The $350,000 amount is on the high side and they anticipate 
that it will be a 5-year note and that the principal and interest 
for this will be paid for through stabilization fund which will 
be funded through their excess and deficiency fund which the 
Regional School District has. This note won't cause an increase 
in Southborough's assessment over the 5-year period. VOTE: 
UNANIMOUS, that the Board take no action and allow the School 
Committee to take the necessary action.

TOWN GROUND SPECIFICATIONS: (proposed by Charles Gaffney) 


Board discussed with Charles Gaffney possible revisions of the 
specifications regarding the contracts for the maintenance of 
town grounds in the Town. Mr. Gaffney would like the Board 
to consider the following: 


(1) Awarding the authority to a specific person to be 
responsible for the maintenance of town grounds such 
as the Building Inspector Edgar Phaneuf or Highway 
Supt. John Boland. That would take care of a lot 
of misunderstanding as to who would be responsible 
for what. 


(2) The guidelines for the monthly mowing would be put 
out for bid purposes only and coordinated with the 
Selectmen's representative. Therefore if it didn't 
need mowing four weeks out of the month and only three, 
then the charge to the Town would only be three instead 
of four if we had a dry season. Go back to the repre- 
sentative who would be responsible for that. 
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(3) Separate term on the pruning so that it is not done 
twice a year and only done once a year to save the 
town money. And the time of the year is after the 
growth is hardened on the plant and should be done 
in July or August. Once a year is going to save money 
over the way the contract states now - twice a year. 


(4) Put wood chips down and asked for only once a year 
instead of twice a year. Make it bark mulch instead 
of wood chips. It is nicer to look at. Specify at 
least two and a half inches thick to keep the weed 
growth down. 


(5) Infield maintenance - the present contract - who is 
going to pay for the park soil. This is a big item 
and cost It doesn't signify who is going to pay 
for it. 


(6) For fertilization, weed eradication and soil condition, 
add a per unit price, verification on the field and 
put in if the field needs it. It should be done per 
acre per field. Break it down so that if some of 
the fields don't need it they can be bid on separately. 


(7) Seeding -- basically the same way -- specify per acre 
seeding so that areas which aren't necesSary are not 
overseeded. Some years reseeding is not necessary. 


(8) Fertilizing -- again, per acre price -- and go by 
a formula -- 10/6/4 50% organic formula--determine 
how many pounds per square feet. Again, a per acre 
price. Lime -- most professionals use it every other 


year. The Lime, again, a per acre price. Broadleaf 
herbicide, the same way. 


Mr. Gaffney emphasized the specs should clarify who is responsible 
for coordinating and overseeing. 


Recreation Chairman Barbara Ramsell stated the Commission would 
like the contract to convey it is the playing field not the 
whole field. The public now believe the whole field is involved 
in the maintenance contract. The Recreation Commission asked 
if the backstops, trash cans and benches could be considered 
as a specific item for maintenance under the contract. 


Chairman McAuliffe doesn't feel that the maintenance of these 
items belong in the contract but that it is the responsibility 
of the Town to make sure they are maintained. Selectmen feel 
that someone from the Recreaton Commission and someone appointed 
by the Selectmen should share the responsibility of overseeing 
the maintenance contract. The Selectmen stated they would like 
at least two weeks to decide on their represenative and that 
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the specifications will be drawn up for review by the Selectmen, 
Mr. Gaffney and the Recreation Commission in two weeks.

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Mr. Sullivan stated that the company proposes to take the existing 
building and add two more stories in height and a small addition 
on the front which will house the main entrance, elevators, 
etc. The Town line runs about through the middle of the property 
which cuts into the building, so about 23% of the building is 
actually in the Town of Southborough. Parking spaces will total 
348 on the site. At present there are 134 parking spaces. 
A Hearing was held by the Zoning Board of Appeals to request 
a variance for parking - not in numbers, but with respect to 
the size of the parking spaces and width of the aisles, as there 
is a slight difference between the Zoning By-Laws of the Town 
of Framingham and the Town of Southborough. Southborough's 
Spaces require 9 1/2 feet, Framingham requires 9 feet.

Chairman Cipriano suggested that Town Counsel determine the 
most appropriate procedure to follow relative to any application 
that Mr. Small is going to make. When that is set, the Board 
can then concentrate on this particular proposal in determining 
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where, when, etc. Some of the sites may be the property of 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, M.D.C. There may be a problem 
with conducting a commercial business on those properties. 


Selectman McAuliffe does not believe a Site Plan is necessary 
as these businesses operate under a State License. His concern 
is where the business would be operated to insure that a safety 
problem will not be created. This matter should be forwarded 
to Town Counsel to get a ruling. The Board will again meet 
with Mr. Small in two weeks, June 21, 1983, at 8:15 p.m. 


Chairman Cipriano suggested that Mr. Small contact the School 
Committee regarding his proposal to utilize the ballfields for 
his business. 


Selectman Satterfield made a Motion to refer this matter to 
the Town Counsel. (Motion seconded by Selectman McAuliffe) 
Unanimous Vote.

Phaneuf, Water Department and Board of Health. Chairman of 
the I.D.C. Russell Millholland stated that his commission believes 
that this is an excellent use of this property and strongly 
recommended approval of the Site Plan. Highway Superintendent 
Boland said he had no objections to this Plan and recommended 
its approval.

Regarding comprehensive traffic impact study reports, Chairman 
Cipriano would like such documents to be required in the future 
from proposed projects such as Corcoran & Co. The comprehensive 
traffic impact study report received tonight from Corcoran is 
an excellent report. This requirement could be on a case by 
case basis. Perhaps someone like William Rudd could review 
the reports as he has expressed an interest. Selectman McAuliffe

The one in the cellar is an Olivetti, probably obsolete, 
but it is surplus property. The Committee is looking 
for a proper statutory sale of this property. 
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6. The Committee was concerned regarding the front wooden 
pillars being down. They are in the cellar in pieces. 
This is aesthetics but they lend an air of sophistication 
and prestige to the Hall and possibly they should 
be replaced. 


a gr Side Railing - Needs repair or replacing. The elderly 
utilize this continuously. This should be attended 
to immediately. 


8. Paint Job on the Hall - When paint peels, it comes 
down to the bare wood, becomes absorbent; it could 
rot and then become a problem. 


9. Gutters - repair or replacement needed. 
Building Inspector Phaneuf to get estimates. 


The various repairs needed were discussed with the Committee. 
Chairman Cipriano suggested that the Committee, in order to 
speed up their repair requests, telephone Administrative Assistant 
Grossman. He in turn will apprise the Selectmen of what needs 
to be done, then the Building Inspector can be informed so that 
he can supervise the work. The Selectmen will prioritize the 
repairs needed.

Construction Co. and Peter Bennett, Vice President of County 
Photo Compositing Corp. Mr. Mead presented certified list of 
abutters and certified mail receipts proving that abutters had 
been duly notified of this hearing. Abutters present: Mr. and 
Mrs. John Leeds (118 Middle Rd.), Mr. Albert Phillips (145 Middle 
Road) and Mr. Dennis M. Doyle of Educational Training Systems 
(116 Middle Road). 


Read into the record were: Conditional letter of approval from 
the Southborough Board of Health and November 10, 1983 letter 
from Edward Ginsburg, Superintendent of Sudbury Section of M.D.C. 
stating that no M.D.C. permit will be necessary as long as the 
company complies with requirements listed in M.D.C.'s letter. 


Mr. Mead stated that the septic system on the plan has been 
changed to a leaching trench system. The 12,000 sq. ft. building 
will be a 2-story pre-engineered metal building. CPC will be 
occupying the second floor. The first floor will be a leased 
area Or expansion area for CPC. It will be office space. 
They have not advertised for tenants yet, so don't know how 
many more cars will utilize the parking lot. The plan shows 
68 parking spaces. Less than 25% are in the front of the building. 
This is mandated by Town's Zoning By-Laws. Access to the lot 
is through an existing 70 ft. driveway through the property 
owned by Educational Training Systems. Both companies share 
equally in the maintenance of this driveway through an Easement 
in the deeds for both companies. Mr. Bennett gave his presentation 
and described his company's line of business, discussed the 
chemicals used and how they will be disposed. The building 
will be sprinkled and a six inch line will be coming in from 
Middle Road. Southborough Board of Health have asked that CPC 
submit a letter stating that they plan to install this 6" line 
off Middle Road into CPC's property. 


Chairman Cipriano noted the approvals received regarding this 
Site plan: Conservation Commission, Building Inspector Edgar 
A. Phaneuf, Jr., Planning Board, Fire Chief Edward F. Brock, 
MDC and Board of Health (conditional). 


CPC is currently operating a similar type of business in Jefferson, 
MA (part of Holden, MA). They have been in business for thirteen 
years in Holden. Regarding hazardous waste, CPC is willing 
to allow Hazardous Waste Coordinator Jeffrey Grossman to inspect 
the premises. CPC is also willing to submit to Mr. Grossman 
and the Board of Health a list of the types of chemicals which 
will be utilized. Mr. Grossman suggested that CPC simply send 
to him a copy of the signed manifest of what hazardous waste 
chemicals they have received and what is shipped from there. 
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Mr. Grossman stated that this company is not classified as a 
large generator of hazardous waste and therefore does not have 
to have an emergency plan to be approved by DEQE. They only 
have to have a licensed contractor dispose of the hazardous 
waste within 90 days, which they are now doing. As long as 
they complay with the rules and regulations of hazardous waste, 
there will be no problem. 


Mr. Bennett estimated that on the average of 20 or 30 cars will 
be utilizing the company every day. Customers do not ordinarily 
go to CPC. Sales people leave in the morning and return at 
night with orders. They have no trucks any larger than the 
standard UPS trucks for deliveries. CPC does not feel that 
the current driveway will be a problem for access in and out. 


Drainage, parking, lighting and screening were discussed. Mr. 
Bennett said that his partner graduated with degrees in botony, 
has been a greenskeeper, and that landscaping is his hobby. 
CPC will do some landscaping which is not mandatory by putting 
some screening on the side where the Highway Garage is located. 
The trees will be placed closer than the scale shown on the 
Site Plan. If trees are scheduled for cutting, Mr. Bennett 
will consult with Mr. Doyle of Educational Training Systems 
before doing so. Mercury vapor lighting is shown on the Site 
Plan which is to light the parking lot and should not be offensive 
to the abutters. The lighting of the parking lot should be 
on a timer which will go off at night and leave a small light 
over the doors of the building. CPC will situate the lighting 
of the parking lot near the abutters to be away from the residential 
area. The closest residence is Mr. Leeds' house which is approxi- 
mately 600 feet from the building. Mr. Leeds asked questions 
regarding the screening, drainage from the parking lot, and 
expressed his concern with the increase in traffic from CPC's 
building and from Educational Training Systems' building. 


Mr. Doyle of Educational Training Systems expressed his concerns 
regarding (1) screening of the cars on the parking lot as no 
screening is proposed for his side of the parking lot, (2) the 
easement to be used by CPC will start at the end of his road 
at one end and go to the end on the other which is the end of 
the parking lot - this will necessitate more traffic on his 
road and also will eliminate parking spaces of Educational Training 
Systems (about one-half of his parking spaces), (3) Educational 
Training Systems utilities are buried and CPC's Site plan shows 
above-ground utilities, and (4) who is going to improve the 
road to a two-lane road if this is needed in the future. Mr. Bennett 
addressed these concerns: (1) there is a line of trees between 
the properties which will not be touched, (2) the easement existed 
when Educational Training Systems purchased its property and 
the upkeep of the driveway is the joint responsibility of each 
company's responsibility (Lots 2 and 4), (3) CPC has not considered 
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burying the utilities due to the cost factor. If they buried 
their utilities, these would have to go under Educational Systems 
entire parking lot which would have to be torn up and repaired. 
Under the State code you can't put electric and water in the 
same trench. Two trenches must be put in. Two trenches would 
have to go through the driveway, through the parking lot and 
up to CPC's lot.

Site Plan Hearing was held on application 
of Western Electric Co., Inc. 325 Turnpike Road, for the partial 
conversion of its warehouse into office space. Representing 
Western Electric was P. F. Giangrasso, Engineer. Certified 
list of abutters was presented along with certified mail receipts 
proving that abutters had been duly notified of this hearing. 
Mr. Giangrasso made a brief presentation to the Board. Western 
Electric would like to convert warehouse mezzanine Space to 
office space to allownew structure for Nynex Co. who will be 
operating this building on 1/1/84. (Nynex is part of the New 
York, New England Telephone Company structure.) They requested 
that offices be built for their staff in one area of the building. 
No outside construction is planned. At the present time there 
were about 190 people working in that structure. Nynex in their 
Startup, in their first year's operation, will be staffing that 
building with 171 people. The parking facility at the present 
time is 212 parking positions. The plan shows potential expansion 
of the parking lot to cover 300+ parking positions which is 
required due tothe size of the building under the Zoning By-Law. 
Regulations for warehousing and office space require 293 parking 
Spaces. Building Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr. stated if 
they have set aside a specific area on the site for parking, 
it covers their requirements. We are requiring more parking 
Spaces than they need to comply with the By-Law. He had realigned 
the parking spaces in order to come up with the proper number. 
If 300 parking spaces have to be provided, Western Electric 
could open up other parts of the lot to accommodate them. If 
40 feet of the tarmac is expanded for a parking lot, Chairman 
Cipriano was concerned about the impact on the drainage and 
runoff. Highway Superintendent Boland is satisfied with the 
Site Plan's proposed drainage and runoff. 


Some lighting will have to be modified. It is shown on the 
formal plan but is not concisely shown on the site plan presented 
tonight. Selectmen stated it should be incorporated into the 
current site plan in order to be voted on.

7:30 p.m. Meeting convened in the Hearing Room of the Town 
House. Present were: Chairman Aldo A. Cipriano, Selectman 
Denson L. Satterfield, Jr., Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Admini- 
strative Assistant Jeffrey A. Grossman, Secretary Marjorie R. Putnam, 
members of the press and interested citizens.

Site Plan Permit granted to Richard F. Tibert, 140 Woodland 
Road, to garage a commercial vehicle for the purpose of operating 
a taxi service. Unanimous Vote. (For further details, see 
Scheduled Meeting at 7:30 p.m.) 


LICENSE GRANTED 


Taxicab License was granted to Richard F. Tibert and Joseph 
Bisson. Unanimous Vote. (For further details, see Scheduled 
Meeting at 7:30 p.m.) 


AGREEMENTS 


Selectmen unanimously VOTED to enter into an Agreement with 
MAPC regarding cost of recodifying the Southborough Zoning By- 
Law and updating the Zoning Map. Cost: $3,875. (Motion made 
by Selectman McAuliffe, seconded by Selectman Satterfield.) 
Planning Board is in favor of this Agreement. Chairman of Planning 
Board David Scattergood was unable to attend tonight's meeting 
but sent Planning Board's assent through Administrative Assistant 
Grossman. 


SEA Consultants Inc. - Proposal to evaluate the problem being 
experienced with the existing heating and ventilating system 
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at the Town House. Proposed cost: $3,000. VOTE: to take 
this under advisement. (Motion made by Selectman McAuliffe, 
seconded by Selectman Satterfield.) 


SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:30 p.m. to 7:45 p.m. Meeting regarding a taxicab license 
application by Richard F. Tibert and Joseph Bisson. This is 
a continuation from December 13, 1983. Present: Richard F. Tibert 
and Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi. Chairman Cipriano read 
into the record an excerpt of the 11/17/83 Council on Aging 
Minutes which announced that this taxi service is to be made 
available to Southborough residents and would be particularly 
convenient to senior citizens as Mr. Tibert will be working 
out of the center of Southborough. 


Chairman Cipriano noted that Taxicab License Form A was filled 
out completely but that Taxicab License Form B was left blank. 
(This refers to cab number, year, make, model, color, etc.) 
Mr. Tibert explained that he had not purchased the vehicle yet 
as he did not want to purchase the vehicle until the Board had 
made a decision on the license and the site plan. Mr. Tibert 
plans to purchase a new model. Mr. Tibert will submit this 
information to the Board as soon as it becomes available. Insurance 
application form will also be submitted as soon as information 
is received. Levels of insurance coverage: injury - additional 
arg cont will be $500,000 to a million dollars. Property damage: 
100,000. 


Regarding two zoning issues which were brought up at the last 
meeting: (1) whether keeping a vehicle at 140 Woodland Road 
comes under a customary home occupation, and (2) is parking 
a commercial vehicle in a residential zone allowed. Town Counsel 
Busconi replied to the above two questions: (1) As far as 
home occupation is concerned, the Planning Board and the Town 
Meeting set up a group of several standards which must be met. 
The Board should look at those standards and decide whether 
or not factually each applicant meets each of the criteria. 
If Mr. Tibert meets these standards, then he can have that which 
he has asked for. Mr. Busconi previously gave his verbal opinion 
that Mr. Tibert does meet these standards but stated that the 
Board has the final decision to make on this point. (2) As 
far as parking in a residential zone, Mr. Busconi stated that 
if the Board feels this is a customary home occupation, then 
there would be no violation at all. Since Mrs. Frances Dzierseski 
(10 Main Street) had brought up this question at the last meeting, 
she was asked to clarify her concern. She stated that she was 
concerned that the taxicab would be parking in front of residences 
in the downtown area. Mr. Tibert replied that he does not plan 
to park in front of residences but will park only in front of 
the commercial area downtown. Mr. Tibert is not asking for 
a taxicab stand. Chairman Cipriano presented the seven standards 
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to Mr. Tibert and since he met all seven, Selectman Satterfield 
made a MOTION to approve the application subject to the represen- 
tations that have been made at the previous meeting and at this 
meeting, especially as concerns no more than one (1) vehicle. 
Motion was seconded by Selectman McAuliffe. Chairman Cipriano 
amended this Motion to include that there will be no taxicab 
stands allowed. The Fee for this License was set at the maximum: 
$25.00. VOTE on the Motion as amended: unanimous. MOTION 
was made on the Site Plan by Selectman McAuliffe to approve 
the Site Plan as submitted. Motion was seconded by Selectman 
Satterfield. VOTE: unanimous. 


7:45 p.m. to 9:25 p.m. Discussion with concerned citizens regarding 
the proposed 10 foot drawdown of the Sudbury Reservoir by the 
Metropolitan District Commission. The Hearing Room was overflowing 
with concerned and interested citizens. Some of the people 
who spoke were: Representative Joseph Navin; Neil Ferris (17 
Parkerville Rd.) and Robert Maiorana (12 Parkerville Road) repre- 
senting the Concerned Citizens of Southborough), Louis J. Bartolini, 
Barbara Mudd and Thomas Sisson (SCAC), William Elliott (Lincoln, 
MA), William Linnell (1 Maplecrest Drive), Edna McGillicuddy 
(24 Parkerville Rd.) Gina Ippolito (Mill St., Marlborough), 
et al. Chairman Cipriano explained that the Preliminary Draft 
Environmental Impact Report has not been received and is overdue 
by about two weeks. When the Report has been received by the 
Board, another meeting will be scheduled. 


9:45 p.m. to 9:55 p.m. Meeting with Water Commissioner Michael 
Shimkus and Water Department Superintendent William Binder to 
discuss the Warrant Articles proposed for the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1984. Commissioner Shimkus stated that the Water Department 
needs a new building and would like to located it near the Highway 
Garage on Cordaville Road if land is available. The proposed 
cost is about $165,000 for an 80' x 100' building. The Commissioners 
do not have the money to support a bond issue for this building 
at the present time due to paying on other bonds. This meeting 
was requested tonight to get input from the Selectmen as to 
whether or not a building could be put on that site in the future. 
The Commissioners want an Article put in the Warrant but plan 
to withdraw it at the Town Meeting. They just want to let the 
citizens know of their need for a new building. Selectman McAuliffe 
stated that he believed the Town purchased extra land at this 
site for the purpose of locating the Water Department there. However, 
Highway Superintendent John Boland should be consulted to see 
what future needs his department will foresee for the future. 
This should be a joint effort. 


CORRESPONDENCE NOTED 
December 13, 1983 letter from Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


which asked for the endorsement of the Board of Selectmen supporting 
the efforts of the MAPC to secure greater local funding opportunities 
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for economic development through its economic planning activities 
and the Economic Development Administration. Board unanimously 
VOTED to send a letter of endorsement to the MAPC. (Motion 
made by Selectman McAuliffer, seconded by Selectman Satterfield.) 
Chairman Cipriano stated that he will sign said endorsement 
for the Board. 


10:10 p.m. Board unanimously VOTED to go into Executive Session 
to discuss collective bargaining, strategies and announced that 
the Board will not reconvene at the end of the Executive Session. 
Therefore the Board adjourned its regular meeting. (Motion 
was made by Selectman McAuliffe and seconded by Selectman Satter-
